All the
other countries are entirely off the gold standard or have

suchl severe restrictions that theyd
are practically off. = The greatest
factor in'the fall and the rout of’
the *gold standard-is-that- all-the
nations that have gold are hoard-
ing it so that it has almost com-
pletely passed out of circulation.
The shortage .of a sufficient eir-
culating medium ig not only a
most  serious. problem  in  ‘the
United 'States but exists’ through-
out the world. We recently have

had two striking examples
of the international necessity of a
broader base for money: One was
in_the sale of the Chinese railroad
hy Russia to Japan.
